Dorado County reunions at Moss- 
wood Park in Oakland, you may 
have noticed the old Moss house in 
the center of the park.

the specifications drawn up by Jos- 
eph Mora Moss and his architect in | 
1864 the plans call (modestly) for 
a Gothic cottage.

Flaky Meat Rolls 

2 cups sifted flour, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 3 teaspoons baking powder, 2 
to 4 tablespoons shortening, Salt 
and pepper, 1 cup milk, 2 cups 0: 


ground meat, 1 egg, '2 cup muk ov 
meat stock. 

Sift flour, salt and baking pow- 
der, cut in shortening as for bis- 
cuit. Add enough milk for soft 
dough—turn out on lightly floured 
board, knead gently a half minute. 
Roll thin. Brush lightly with butter 
or margarine. Combine meat, egg, 
milk and seasoning and spread over 
dough. Roll as for jelly roll. Cut in 
1'2 inch slices. Place cut side down 
in well greased baking dish or mut- 
fin pans. Brush with melted short- 
ening. Bake 25 minutes in mod- 
erate oven. Serve with tomato sauce 
—serves 12. 

Tomato Sauce 

4 tablespoons butter, 3 tablespoons 
flour, 44 cup chopped onion, 1 cup 
chopped celery, 242 cups canned to- 
matoes, salt and pepper. 

Cook butter and onion together 
until tender—add flour stirring con- 
stantly. Add other ingredients and 
simmer until vegetables are thor- 
oughly cooked. Broth from meat 
may be added. 

Serve flaky meat roll with fresh 
green asparagus and buttered car- 
rots.

Blitz Torte 

Though perhaps we ought to give

% cup butter, % cup California 
grown beet sugar, 4 egg yolks well 
beaten, 1 teaspoon vanilla, % tea- 
spoon cinnamon. % cup chopped al- 
monds, 1 teaspoon baking powder, 
3 tablespoons milk, 1 cup flour, 5, 
egg whites, % cup sugar.
